Frank Wolf, 
Virginia Republican, who is on evangeli- 
cal Christian. 

Themon responsible for drafting the 
legislation, Mlmael Horowitz, is also 
Jewish, and a former top Reagan Admin- 
btration official. Columnist A^ Rosen- 
thal of The New York Times, who is Jew- 
ish, is a strong supporter. I am somewhat 
botiiered by this 40-page biU. 

The legi^don creates a director of the 
Office oiReligious Persecution Monitor- 
i^ihthe WhiteHouse'.Thedirector ' 
would iSsue oniTual’reifoite'a&sessliig 
whether persecution exists in one of two 
‘categories: (11 ongoing and widespread 
porseeudon that fodudes rape, imprison- 
ment, abduction, torture, enslavement or 
forced moss resettlement and whether 
such persecution is done by a govern- - 
ment or with a government’s support; (2) 
rcligious.pcrsccution not carried out with 
government support, but when govern- 
ment fails to take serious and sustained 
efforts to eliminate iL 
The director could recommend to the - 
president immediate sanctions to ban all ^ 
exports to foreign governments and cut 
off virtually all foreign aid. Further sanc- 
tions could be applied after a woitfog pe- 
riod. Asylum for persecuted religious mi- 
norities could also be granted. 

The latest documentation of Christian 
persecution is contained in two books, 
“Their Blood Cries Out” by Paul Mar- 
shall (Word Books), a Senior Fellow in

LOS ANGELES (AF) — Bob 
!Hope, feeling the wel^t of hU 
;years, marks his 94th bir^day

Reagan Presidential Foundation, 
but not with his customary cas- 
cade of one-liners. To anyone - 
who’s spent time in a grocery line 
recentiy, it should be no surprise 
that Hope’s physical condition has 
declined in his 90s, forcing a per- ■ 
manent retirement from show 
business. 

But despite tabloid headlines .

recent medical exam and “the 


doctors marveled at what good 
shape he’s in, very good physical 
shape for a man of 94.’’ 

Quips his wife Dolores Hope: 
“He can’t see, he can’t hear, he 
can't remember, but he looks 
great" 

Ronald Reagan is in poor health 
himself and won't be able to 
attend his namesake ceremony at 
the Beverly Hilton. Noncy Reagan 
will represent the Sfryeawild for- 
mer president who suffers from 
Alzheimer's disease and no longer 
attends public functions. 

Hope 15 receiving the award for 
his “tireless efforts on the front 
lines of liberty." The award has . 
been glve^ onK four times befom. 
to Mikhail .Gorbachev, Colin 
Powell, Yiuak Rabin and King 
Hussein of Jordaa 
The comedian’s mllitaiy'shows 


began May 6, 1941, when he 
broadcast his radio show from 
March Field at Riverside. 

He visited the European and 
Pacific WOT zones in World War n 
and repeated his efforts in the 
Berlin airlift and the Korean, 
Vietnam and Persian Gulf wars, 
often visiting at Christmastime. 
His trip to the Persian Gulf in 
1990 mariced the end of his globe- 
trotting for the troops, and what 
was baled as his last television 
special was in late 199fi< 

But Hope’s problems don’t ipre- 
vent him from making public 
appearances. In March, ho went to 
New Orleans, where Mm. Hope 
christened the USS Bob Hope, a 
new sea-lifter cinM of Tfavy ship.' 
In Ai^ he was in Long Ee^ for : 
the launching of The Spirit of Bob 
Hope, a'C-17 cargo plane.

Science, adventure lured 
Powell to historic river run 


SALT LAKE CirV — For John Wesley 
Powell, the Colorado River was the "Great 
Unknown,” its uncharted mystery luring

Drunk dry upriver, Colorado gives 
last drops to farmfields in Mexico 


EL MAYOR, Mexico (AP) — 
The first time Indians near the 
mouth of the Colorado River saw 
Europeans, they saw trouble. 

. “They ran toward us (gestur- 
,ing) with Herce thr^ts to go back 
where we came from," wrote 
Hernando de Alarcon, an aide to 
Spanish explorer ..Francisco 
Vasquez de Coronado, in 1540. 

The* heirs of those Indians 
might wish today that their 
ancestors had been more insis* 
tent. 

The vast Colorado River on 
which they fished and farmed for 
some 2,000 years is drunk dry by 
people upstream, before it reach- 
es the few Cocopa people still liv- 
ing along its branches. 

The once-dense forests of the 
Colorado delta have been trans- 
iormed into arid mudflats inter- 
spersed with a few struggling, 
— salt-fed wetlands. 

Among the longest users of the 
Colorado, the Cocopa are at the 
end of the line in receiving a 
share of its water. 

While early explorers some- 
times counted thousands of 
Cocopa people massed in one 
- p la ce* fewer than l,50n j »>mnin in 

-the whole-regiontoday, -divided' 
by on intcmadonal border. Only 
200 to 300 live along the Hardy 
River, a branch of the Colorado 
now fed largely by farm 
drainage. “It’s almost a miracle 
that their culture holds together, 
that wc still have people living on 
the Hardy River speaking their 
own language,” said Anita 
Williams, on anthropologist who 
quoted Alarcon in her book 
■ “Travellers Among the Cocopa." 

By the time the Colorado 
reaues its last brief stretch in 
Mexico, 90 percent of its nonnal 
flow has been drained away by 
U.S. ddes and.farms. 

As soon os it crosses the bor- 
der, the farms and cities of 
Mexico’s borderland take what is 
left. It’s a resource of rare value 



cultural bonanza in a place 
where temperatures can surpass 
120 degre es and rainfall averages 
less than 3 inches a year. 

The valley alon^ the river 
south of Mexicali produces 
roughly 10 percent of Mexico’s 
wh^ about 17 percent of its cot 
ton-and important quantities of— 
sorghum, alMfa and asparagus. 

Even, when there are heavy 
upstream rains, a few steel cul- 
verts under a gravel road can .

Engineering, neglect turn New River into toxic stew 


CALEXICO, Calif. (AP) Marina 
Lamarque stands on the bank oLdre New 
-River^ the under-consmiction borw fence at ' 
her back. A puff of dirty-white foam floats tqi, 
a reminder of the chemicals and waste that 
foul the water. 

Straddling the United States and Mexico, 
the Now River is an offshoot of the Colorado 
River. Fetid and rank, the 80-miIc tributary 
symbolizes the downside of fooling with 
Mother Nature. 

Once merely a ditch, it became a river at 
the turn of the century when the Colorado 
was diverted and engineered to water the arid 
Southwest. 

_ For years, Lonurque has waged a battle to 
dean up the'New River; wdely regiuidrf as'~ 
one of the dirtiest in America. She views the 
fight as one of powerful water districts and 
government agendcs aligned against political- 
ly weak, mostly Hispanic residents who live in 
Calexico and nearby desert dries. 

“It’s a poor community and people don’t 
pay much attention to it,” said Lanmrque,

Still, Hoover Dam is practical^ 
unique among govenunent pro- 
grams today. It paid for itself. 

Hoover’s $165 milUoo cost was 
repaid through the sale of power 
over 50 years from its opening in 
1937 to 1987. 

Under a new 30-year pact, run- 
ning through May 31, 2017, the 
dam will provide power to 17 
entities, with the Metropolitan 
Water District of Southern 
California getting 28.5 percent. 
An additional 23.4 percent goes 
to the Colorado River 
Commission for sale to customers 
in Nevada, 18.9 percent goes to 
the Arizona Power Authority, and 
15.4 percent to Los Angeles. The 
rest goes to small Southern - 
California dries. 

Sale of Hoover’s power gener- 
ated $453 miUion year, pay- 
ing the dam's operariag costs.

“The great river shrinks into insignificance 
os it dames its angry waves against the walls 
and cliffs that rise to the world above...,” 
Powell wrote on Aug. l3, 18^. “We have on 
unknown river yet to run, on unknown river 
to explore. What falls there ore, we know not; 
what, rocks beset the channel, we know not; 
what wallsTide over the river, we know not” 
Powell, later head of the newly formed U3. 


Geological Survey, spoke with awe of the 
Grand Canyon’s “Q^opean forms (resulting) 
from the s^pture of tempests through ages 
too long for man to compute.” 

An Aug. 27 entry showed Powell discour- 
aged by die departure of four men during die 
expedition — including three who left just 
two days before its end, only to be killed 
Indians.’

No one bothered to notify 
Barbara O'Dell of this action, not 
.even.the deputy district attorney, 
who was present. She learned of it 
only aftd- reading reports in the Los 
Angeles Hmes c^cr this month. 

Two other sheriff’s deputies 
have had their domestic abuse con- 
viedons expunged recently in the 
latest fallout mm a 1996 f^eral 
law prohibiting people with 
domestic violence convictions from 
carrying fircanns. 

For Rodolfo O'Dell and the oth- 
ers, the new statute meant they 
were no longer eligible to work os 
peace officers — until they had 
their records expunged. 

In seeking to have his conviction 
erased, ODcU.'MZ, argued that it

At the time, Barbara 
ODcU said, the couple were legal- 
ly separated and she had obtained 
a ixsoaming order agairist hiin. 

When she returned home that 
July day, Barbara O’Dell testified 
in a preliminary hearing, she - 
found Rodolfo waiting for her in 
the garageof her home in nearby 
Covuia. He told her he had left the 
woman he had been seeing and 
wanted to come back. 

When Barbara repeatedly asked 
him to leave, Rodolfo turned 
ang^, she testified. And then vio- 
lent He began to choke her. 

“I could feel all my bones oack

Barbara told a Covina court “I was 
very fcarfiiL I couldn’t breathe and 
I could hear myself gurgling.” 

Rodolfo later bit and raped her 
four times, she testified. ' 

Rodolfo O'Dell was first^chotged 
with four felony counts of spousal 
rape. A mistrial was dedored on 
th^ charges after it was revealed 
that the prosecutor had withheld 
evidence from the defense. O’Dell 
later plead no contest to one charge 
of spousal battery, a misdemeanor. 

Even before the July 19^ inci- 
dent, Barbara said, she had called 
her husband’s Sheriffs Department 
superiors to complain about his 
abusive behavior. When he was 
finally airesmd, she said, a supervi- 
sor told her that her complaints 
would have been handled bmter 
I had been just an average dthenl 
He said I would have got more help. 
But because I was the spouse of a 
deputy sheriff, they moved slower."
